The abandoned hull of the steamer 
Reid was towed out In the lake last 
night and beached a short distance 
south of the St. Joseph water works 
statidn. She will never trouble mar 
iners again. 


While in tow of the tug Andy on the 
way out the old wreck drifted out of 
the channel and went aground a few 
rods from the end of south pier. 
Con­ 
tractor Allmendinger, who had the 
contract to remove the wreck from the 
river, w'as considerably alarmed after 
the Andy had made several violent 
pulls at its tow and was unable to budge 
it an inch. The hull seemed rooted 
to the spot and its position, midway 
between the piers, directly in the 
channel used by the boats in entering 
and leaving the harbor, made the 
dilemma doubly serious. 


A huge billow came just as Mr. All­ 
mendinger was about to abandon iiope 
and lifted the hull from the bottom and 
she glided out lietween the piers into 
the lake. The rest of her journey was 
made without incident. The seas will 
wash over her where she rests, tearing 
her into pieces, which will be gathered 
up on the beach by searchers for fuel. 
A few weeks and not a vestige of the 
old bulk which has been the cause of 
much profanity among mariners will 
remain.

Waohington. May 24;—The 
Morgan 
resolution recognising the belligerency 
of the Cuban insurgents, which pa4is5d 
the senate on Thursday last, will not be 
acted upon by the house this week. 
That is the decision of the Republican 
leaders. They have decided to block the 
resolution until the plans of the presi­ 
dent, which are now 
maturing, ai*e 
formulated. There will doubtless be a 
demand on tbe part of the minority for 
immediate action, but they are powei- 
less to secure consideration unless the 
rules, committee will report a special 
order. 
This the rules committee will 
not do. The majority will antagonize 
any attempt to force consideration w^ith, 
a motion to adjourn until Thursday. On 
Thursday the conference report on the 
Indian or sundry civil bills may be 
ready. If one or the other is not ready 
the house will adjourn until the follow­ 
ing Monday. 


Senate W ill T«ke Up the Tariff. 
Tomorrow, ten weeks and a day after 
the beginning of the session, the senate’ 
will take up the tariff bill, for the 
passage of which the session was espe­ 
cially called. The bill was to have been 
called up today, but the death of Sen­ 
ator Earle, of South Carolina, will ren­ 
der necessary an adjournment fora day. 
Aldrich , will call up the bill, move its 
consideration and make a speech In its 
support. 
The Democratic amendment 
striking out the internal reveiiue feat­ 
ures of the bill will be Introduced by 
Vest. 
After this the course of pro­ 
cedure is somewhat Indefinite. 
The 
Democrats are not clear as to whether 
they will permit the immediate taking 
up of the schedules or will demand an 
opi>ortunity to make set speeches bear­ 
ing upon the generatl policy of the bill. 
The prevailing opinion among 
the 
Democratic 
leaderfi 1a against 
the 
policy of general j^eohes at the be- 
glnnlnir of the dlscuiwlon, biit they will 
not attempt to restrain Individual sen­ 
ators who may wish to be heard> 


B ig O pening for U nlim ltM Talk. 
Thert are some Democratic senators 
who are disposed to discuss the general 
feature« of the bill and who Incline to 
the opinion that the best time for such 
speeches will be while the debate on the 
bill is young. Vest does not expect to 
make a speech in presenting the motion 
to strike out the revenue features, but 
the motion may lead to Immediate de­ 
bate, and in case exception is taken to 
it the Missouri senator will be heard 
from. The silver Republicans and Pop­ 
ulists will seek opportunity during the 
pendency of the bill to present some 
remarks of a political nature, and some 
of them may be heard during the week. 
Pettigrew's amendment against trusts 
Is certain to prove fruitful of much 
general debate when reached. 


A ldrich Only Want« an H our. 
Aldrich says he will not speak to ex­ 
ceed an hour in time tomorrow. He will 
give for the first time the estimate of 
the Republican members of the finance 
committee of the amount of revenue the 
bill will produce, and will explain the 
committee's plan of action, giving the 
reasons for *>me of the more important 
amendments made. 
His statement is 
anticipated with much interest. In re­ 
ply to a question Aldrleh, who will have 
charge of the bill, said yesterday that 
when the bill was once taken up he 
would press consideration 10 the ex­ 
clusion of all other business except con­ 
ference reports, until it should be Anal­ 
ly disposed of._______

Washington, May 24.—Thesenate com- 


»raittee on interstate commerce was In 
session for almost three hours Saturday 
considering the pooling bill. Owing to 
the fact that several of the membert of 
the committee were absent no final con­ 
clusions were reached. All sections of 
the bill received attention, however, 
and It Is believed the measure has been 
made acceptable to a majority of the 
members of the committee. 
The bill 
will practically be a substitute for all 
existing laws regulating commerce, be­ 
tween the states and will legalize, pool­ 
ing under certain restrictions. 


One of the amendments agreed upon 
limits all pooling contracts to four 
years’ duration, and requiries that they 
shall be submitted to the commission 
•for approval. Another gives the Interstate 
commerce commission power to main­ 
tain supervision of rate schedules dur­ 
ing their continuance, and to demand 
that reasonable changes be made by 
railroad companies upon the written 
complaint of any community.

Washington, May 24.—The civil ser­ 
vice committee of the senate continued 
its sessions Saturday. Several letters 
were received from chiefs of bureaus, 
among others one from Miller, acting 
commissioner of internal revenue, who 
suggested the propriety of amend­ 
ments to the civil service rules. 
He 
thought the number of excepted places 
shculd be increased. These exceptions 
should in all cases include the chief 
deputy and cashier of revenue pollec- 
tbra in the larger districts. He also 
suggested that the collector should have 
cbatrol of the selection of a large num­ 
ber of his subordinates. Commlasloner 
of Patents Butterworth advocated a 
change permitting heads of departments 
tp select their executive staffs regard­ 
less of the recohtmendatlons of the civil 
servie« commission. 


Albert Bakèr; who was the private 
secretary of Public Printer Benedict 
during his temr of ofilce, said that the 
ciivil service had proved a more de­ 
sirable means of securing employes than 
the old system of appointment on the 
advice of congressmen. Harold Bene­ 
dict. of the printing ofHce, brother of (he 
recent public printer, also expressed 
the opinion that the results under the 
present system wfr« SO per cent, bettar 
than under the **spolls system.”

Rev. W. P. French Painted It Be­ 
fore the High School Class 
With Telling Effect. 


SUCCESS NEEDS PREPARATION. 


The Graduates In Num ber are Like 
the Books In the New 
Testament. 


A magnificent audience assembled at 
ihe First Methodist church last night 
and listened to an eloquent baccalaure­ 
ate sermon to the high school grad­ 
uates delivered by the popular pastor 
of the church, Rev. W. P. French.*

the discourse. The preacher looked 
npon Moses as the crreatest character 
amon«? men in the bible, and eloquent­ 
ly he painted the picture of this jvon- 
derful man’s death.

came for Moses to go up into the moun­ 
tain and die. He was in excellent 
liealth. no disease had laid hold upon 
)iim, his step was as lirm as in youth, 
his eyes as piercing as the eagle’s, but 
unexpectedly God’s command came for 
him to go and die. 
Moses in his 
beaTenly grandeur before Phai*oah 
paled in insignificance before the 
Moses who toiled up the mountain side 
to die. 


Moses was successful because he was 
prepared for his work. Eighty years 
were spent in preparation for the work 
of ^9rty years. To succeed, one must 
1^, prepared for the work he under- 
tajni. 


Mv* Dr. Brooks made the opening 
prayer. The class, 27 in number, re­ 
minded him of the 27 books of the New 
Testament, and he prayed that in the 
class there might be a Matthew, a 
Mark, a Luke, a JohD and Paul, and 
Johns who will write revelations. 


Miss Maud Brown, a youn^ lady who 
has wonderful natural talent as a voca­ 
list, sang a solo for the oflTertory which 
was wonderfully enjoved.

Mr. Gladstone in addressing a class 
of students recently said, ‘‘If you wish 
to lead a life that is manly, honest, 
truthful, active, successful, take for 
your motto the wonderful words of 
the apostle when he says, ‘Whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever ihings are 
Just,

He then gave a brief history of the 
birth of Moses and bis adoption into 
Pharoah’s family where he received an 
education which fitted him to be the 
future law-giver and leader of Israel. 
Also the discipline and special training 
he received as a shepard for forty 
years in the land of Miaian, making in 
all eighty years of preparation tor his 
special mission. 


He said the one pracltical lesson 


from his life at this point to all who 
would succeed in life is to seek provi­ 
dential. spiritual and intellectual pre* 
paration. 
Thoroughly prepare your­ 
self for your life\'i work. 
What the 
foundation is to the building whose 
architectual 
beauty 
is 
superb 
and imposing, preparation is to a suc­ 
cessful life. 
Nor can you stop here 
.vhen you have received your diplomas 
from tne school or college which mav 
follow, 
you 
must 
continue 
to 
study. 
Why is it that so many 
who start 
out with 
such bright 
prospects soon 
drop out of sight 
and are heard of no more. 
It is be­ 
cause they conclude their education is 
finished when they have completed a 
certain course. In all lines of Du?*ines8 
and in all the professions there is a for­ 
ward movement. 
In every diroelion 
men are pushing their investigations 
and every day almost, wonderful dis­ 
coveries are being made and if you 
would keep up with the procession and 
assert power of character in the future 
you must keen abreast with the ad­ 
vance of education. 
Great questions 
are coming up for discussion and 
settlement and it is those who are 
young now who will bo the arbiters on 
these questions. The literature grow­ 
ing around them is the noblest the 
w’orld has ever known and the young 
person who wishes to command respect 
andexertan inlhience in the world 
must keep in touch with the best 
thought Oi the age. The one who will 
not do so will be a nonentity in ten or 
fifteen years. You admire the grand 
characters who served this country 
during the past century. If you read 
their biographies you will find this in­ 
variable mark, they prepared them­ 
selves to the best of their ability for 
public life and continued by diligent 
self culture. Webster said, “I lay no 
claim to pre-eminent ability but the 
midnight often finds me at \vork on 
my cases.” 


He then mentioned the courage of 
Moses in his loyalty to his convictions 
of right and duty which caused him to 
refuse to be called the son of Pharoahs 
daughter, and said, this lesson of re­ 
fusal when tempted to violate consci­ 
ence is one that young people need to 
learn today. We see in every com­ 
munity those who had by nature noble 
traits of character but who in the 


resence of temptation let down the 
rs of moral honor just a little and are 
today moral bankrupts, the reproach of 
society. He emphasized the fact that 
the habits of mind and life young 
peepie hold today are the forces WhicB 
are to make the blessedness or ruin 
of twenty 
years from 
nuw. 
He 
mentioned tj^e case of a young man at 
college who when urged to smoke by 
his fellow studedts refused and gave as 
his reason a promise made his mother. 
That, said the speaker is what 1 call 
the elements of moral heroism we need 
today, so that young men and women 
will come to feel that is manly, womanly, 
lust and right to be loyal to mother, 
iy conscience and to God, of such then 
is no fear for there is some back bone; 
then some voung people are only pretty 
and I pity putty. 


Attention was also called to the won­ 
derful faith of Moses which jed him to 
suffer affiiction with his people rather 
than enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season. This said the speaker is the 
secret of every grand life. A great 
character is not built up by doubting. 
There is weakness not strenirth In 
doubts. The intellect as well as the 
heart of the world has ever been with 
Jesus Christ. Such illustrious men as 
Newton, Linnaeus, K ^ler, Galileo, 
Copernicus, Faraday, Herschell, Dal­ 
ton, Daoy, Lyell, men who laid the 
foundation of modern science were not 
only earnest Christians but some of 
them wrote standard religious works. 
Look over the history of our own coun­ 
try, glance simply at the men who have 
stood at the head of our national gov­ 
ernment we see a Washington, a Lin­ 
coln, a Gri^nt, a Gartield, a Harrison, 
a McKinley, firm believers in Jesus 
Christ. Hear Glaustone speaking from 
his pinnacle of fame, from an experi­ 
ence, with men and attairs scarcely if 
ever equalled among men. ‘‘During 
the many years I was in the cabinet 1 
was brought into intimate association 
with sixty of the master minds of the 
world and all but five were Christians. 
Christian faith is the nurse, the hand< 
maid, the Inspirer of all that can give 
true greatness so young ladies and 
gentlemen placing your life in sur­ 
render to God. Through Christ you 
may be led to an elevation of true 
greatness for which the world may ever 
remember your name. 


The speaker then gave a word pic­ 
ture of the death and burial of Moses 
and urged upon the class the fact that 
they were living not for time only but 
also for eternity and that the character 
of the present would determine their 
eternal future. 
In conclusion the 
speaker addressed the class personally 
following the line of the sermon deliv­ 
ered. This service he said is the ini­ 
tial formula of separation from high 
school life. Hitherto ^’ou have been 
regarded by your associates as school­ 
mates, subject to the same restraints, 
entitled to the same rights but now the 
classes move forward, other seniors 
tftke your places, you go out in a few 
days, high school associations, high 
school friendships, high: school life

A new ex­ 
perience is before you. \ ou are doubt­ 
less asking what has the future formeV 
Life has well been compared to a war­ 
fare. Many fields of conflict lie before 
you. In your life what shall they be, 
Bunker Hills or Waterloos? Bunker 
Hill means principle, renewed fight, 
final victory, 
monumental granite. 
Waterloo means exile,. St. Helena, 
despair. - In your pow’er lies the 
answer to this question. 
The old 
maxim “every man is the architect of 
his own fortune’’ w’ill be exemplified in 
our life. Then be what ye dream, 
easure up to your ideal. I do not 
mean day dreams whieh only bewitch 
the imagination which some call ideals. 
The real ideal is that which calls for 
resolute and heroic action every day.

Let the pow*er of Christian 
faith transform your hearts and you 
will have an inspiration to noblest ac­ 
tivities for that one who with purpose 
noble and steadfast puts keel into the 
unknown trusting in God will be guided 
to things which outsphere all his 
dreams. We may never all meet to­ 
gether on earth again, but wherever 
you may go, whatever you may do. by 
faith endure as seeing the invisible 
and some sweet day we shall all meet 
beyond the reach of the destroying 
hand of time, to renew these associa­ 
tions under fairer skies.

1 have Boaympathy for skinflint aavlng, 
but 1 plead for Christian prudence. Yon 
say it is impossible now to lay un any* 
thing for a rainy day. I know it, out we 
are at the daybreak of national prosperitjt 
Some p^ple think it is mean to tun» the 
gas low when th ^ go out of tho'parlor. 
They feel embarrassed Uihe doorbell rings 
before they have thb hall lighted. 
They 
apologize for the plain meal if you surprise 
them ut the table. 
Well, it Is mean If It 
is only to pile up a miserly hoard, but if 
it be to educate your children, If it be to 
give more help to your wife when she docs 
not feel strong, if it be to keep your fu* 
peiral day from being horrible beyond all 
çndurance because it Is to be the disrup­ 
tion and annihilation of the domestic clr* 
cle, if it be for that, then it Is magnificent. 
Breeds Poverty. 


There are those who are kept in poverty 
because of their own fault. 
They might 
have been well off, but they smoked or 
chewed up their earnings, or they lived 
beyond their means, while others on the 
Biime wages and on the some salaries went 
on to competency. I know a man who is 
all the time complaining of his poverty 
and crying out against rich men, while he 
himself keeps two dogs, and chews and 
smokc8, mid is full to the chin with whis­ 
ky and beer. Wilkins Micawber said to 
Buvid Copperfield: “ Copperfield, my boy, 
£1 income; expenses, 20 shillings and 6 
pence; result, misery. But, Copperfield, 
my boy, £1 income; expenses, 10 shillings 
nnd 6 pence; result, happiness.” But, O 
workingman, take your morning dram 
and your noon dram and your evening 
dram, nnd spend everything you have over 
for tobacco and excursions, and you in­ 
sure poverty for yourself and your children 
forever! 


If by some generous flat of the capitalists 
of this country or by a new law of the 
government of the United States 86 per 
cent or 60 per cent or 100 per cent were 
added to the wages of the working classes 
of America, it would be no advantage to 
hundreds of thousands of Uiem unices they 
stopped strong drink. 
Aye, until they 
quit that evil habit, the more money the 
more ruin, the more wages, the more holes 
In the bag. 


My plea Is to those working people who 
are In a dlsclpleshlp to the whisky bottle, 
the beer jug and the wine flask. And 
what I say to them will not be more ap­ 
propriate to the vrorklng classes than to 
the business classes, and the literary class­ 
es, and the professional classes, ond all 
classes, and not with the people of one age 
more than of all ages. Take one good 
square look at the suffering of the man 
whom strong drink has enthralled, and re­ 
member that toward that goal multitudes 
are running. The disciple of alcoholism 
suffers the loss of self respect. Just as 
soon as a man wakes up and finds that he 
is the captive of strong drink, he feels de­ 
meaned. I do not care how recklessly he 
acts.* He may say, “ I don’t care;” he does 
care. He cannot look a pure man in 
the eye unless It Is with positive force of 
resolution. « Three-fourths of his nature is 
destroyed: his self respect is gone; be says 
things hevrould not otherwise say; be 
does things he would not otherwise do. 
When a man is nine-tenths gone with 
strong drink, the first thing, he wants to 
do is to pmuade you that he een stop any 
time he wants to. He cannot. The Phil­ 
istines have bound him hand and toot, and 
shorn his locks, and put <mt his eyes, and 
are making him grind In the mill of a 
great horror. He cannot stop. I will prove 
it. He knows that hie eouree is bringing 
min upon hlmsdf. , Hcrlovee himeelf. , If 
he could stop, he would. He knows his 
eourse Is twinging ruin up<m his fnmily. 
He love| tliem. Be would s i ^ if ho <Muld. 
He cannot. Perhape he could three months 
or a year ago; not now. Just ask him to 
stop for a month. He cannot. He knows 
he cannot, so he does not try. 


Drlak VlcttoM. 


I had a friend who was for 16 years go­ 
ing down under this evil habit. He hud 
large means. He had given thousands of 
dollars to Bible societies and reformatory 
institutions of all sorts. He was very gen­ 
ial, very generous and very lovable, and 
whenever he talked about this evil habit 
he would say, “ I can stop any time. ” But 
he kept going on, going on down, down, 
down. His family would say, 
wish you 
would stop.” “ Why, ” he would reply, “ I 
can stop any time If I want to.” After 
awhile he had delirium tremens. He had 
it twice, and yet after that he said, “ I 
could stop at any time If 1 wanted to.” 
He is dead now. What killed hinil* Drink, 
drink i And yet among his last utterances 
was, ” I can stop at anytime.” He did 
not stop It because he could not stop it. 
Oh, there Is a point in inebriation beyond 
which if a roan goes he cannot stop! 


One of these vletims said to a Christian 
man: “ Sir, If I were told that 1 couldn’t 
get a drink until tomorrow night unless 1 
had all my flngers out off, I would say, 
'Bring the hatchet and cut them off 
now. * ” I have a dear friend In Philadel­ 
phia whose nephew came to him one day, 
and when he was exhorted about his evil 
habit laid: ‘«Uncle, 1 can't give It up. If 
theie stood à cannon and It was loaded 
and a glass of wine were set on the mouth 
bf that oannon, and I knew that you would 
flieitoff jB ita sl cMnonpnnd took the 
glass, I would start, for I must have l i ” 
Oh, it Is a sad thing for a man to wake up 
In this life and feel that he ia a captive! 
He says: ” I could have got rid of this 
once, but loan't now. I night have lived 
an honorable life and died a Christian 
death. But there is no hope for me now. 
There is no esoape for me. Dead, but not 
buried. 1 am a walking corpee. I am an 
apparition of what I once was. 1 am a 
caged immortal beating against the wires 
of my oage In this direction; beating 
against the oage until there is blood on the 
wires and blood upon my soul, yet notable 
to get out->destroyed without remedy.” 


I go on and say that tho disciple of rum 
suffers from the loss of health. The older 
men may remember that tome years ago 
Dr, Sewell went through this country ami 
ele()trified tlie people by his Unstures, in 
which he^showed tho effects of alculioli6|)ii 
on the human stoniuuh. He had seven or 
eight diagrams by which he showed tho 
devastation of strong drink upon the phyl- 
ioar system.

Again, the inebriate suffers through the 
loss of home. I do not care how much he 
loves his wife and children, if this passion 
for strong drink has mastered him, he 
will do the most outrageous things, and 
if he could not get drink in any other way 
he would sell his family into eternal bond 
ag& How^ many homes have been broken 
up in that way no one but God knows. 
Oh, is there anything that will so destroy 
a man for this life and damn him for the 
life that is to cornel Do not tell me that 
a man can be happy when he knows that 
he is breaking his wife’s heart and clothing 
his children with rags. Why, there are on 
the roads and streets of this land today lit 
tie children barefooted, unwashed and un­ 
kempt—want on every patch of their faded 
dress and on every wrinkle of their prema­ 
turely old countenances—who would have 
been in churches today and as well clad 
as you are but for the fact that rum de 
stroyefl their parents and drove them into 
the grave. Oh, rum, thou foe of God, thou 
despoiler of homes, thou recruiting oflElcer 
of the pit, 1 hate thee!

But my subject takes a deeper tone, and 
that is that the unfortunate of whom 
speak suffers from the loss of the soni 
The Bible intimates that in the future 
world, if we are unforgiven here, onr bad 
passions and appetites, unrestrained, vrill 
go along with us and take our torment 
then. So that, I suppose, when an in­ 
ebriate wakee up in that world, he will 
feel an Inflnite thirst consuming him 
Mow, down In this world,. although he 
may have been very poor^ he eonld beg or 
he could steal 6 cents with whieh to get 
that which would slake his thirst for a lit­ 
tle while.

Why, if a flend came up to earth for eome 
infenial work In a grogshop and should 
go buck taking on its wing just one drop 
of that for which the inebriate in the lost 
world longs, what excitement would It 
make there? Put that one drop from off 
the fiend’s Vlng on the tip of the tongue 
of the destroyed Inebriate; let thellquM, 
brightness just touch it; let the drop be 
very small, if. it only have in it the smack 
of alcoholic drink; let that drop just touch 
the lost inebriate in the lost world, and he 
would spring to his feet and cry: “ That is 
rum, aha! That is rum!” And it would 
wake up the cohoes of the damned: **Olve 
me rum ! Give me rum ! Give me rum }” 
In the future world I do not believe that 
it will be the absence of God that will 
make the drunkard's sorrow. I do not 
believe it will be the absence of light. I do 
not believe that it will be the absence of 
holiness. 1 think it will be the nbeence of 
rum. Oh, “ Look not upon the wine when 
It Is red, when It ,m o v ^ iteplf aright In 
the cup, for at the hwt it bitplh Uko a eer- 
pent and It stingeth like an adder. ” 


While 1 declared some time ago that 
there was a point beyond whkli a man 
eonld not etop, 1 want to tell yon that, 
whUo a man cannot stop , in his own 
strength, the Lord God by his graoe can 
help him to stop at any time. 1 was in a 
room in Xew York where there were many 
men who bad been reclaimed from drunk­ 
enness. I heard their testimony, and for 
the first time In my life there flashed out 
a truth 1 never understood. 
They said: 
“ We were victims of strong drink. We 
teied to give it up, but always failed. But 
somehow since we i^ve our hearts to 
Christ, he has taken care of us.” I believe 
that the time will soon come when the 
grace of God will show its power not only 
to save man’s soul, but his. body, and re- 
construct, purify, elevate and redeem it

I verily believe that, although you feel 
grappling at the root« of your tongues an 
almost omnipotent thirst.

Philadelphia, May 24.—After being 
twice chased by Spanish gunboats and 
passing through a perfect storm of shot, 
which splashed in the water across the 
vessel’s bows, the British f ^ lt steamer 
Ethelred passed through the exciting 
ordeal unscathed and arrived at this 
port last night after a flve-days* run 
from Port Antonio, Jamaica. When the 
Ethelred left here on May 12 It was the 
intention of Captain John D. Hart to ac­ 
company her, but he was arrested as he 
was about to step on the gang plank to 
go aboard. As it was, his invalid daugh­ 
ter was a passenger. It is supposed that 
agents of the Spanish government in 
this city notified the Spanish authorities 
at Havana that Hart would be on the 
vessel; hence the effort to hold up the 
Ethelred In Cuban waters.

The first encounter with the Si>an{sh 
cruisers occurred off Cape Maisyi on the 
trip down.

Madrid. May 24.~The cabinet §at in 
council last evening until 8 o’clock, and 
it was decided to appear before the 
cortes today and give explanations of 
the Tetuan-Comas incident of Friday 
last, even if the Liberals should absent 
themselves. A special committee of the 
chaihber of deputies will be instructed 
to consider the budget bill. 


London. May 24.—The Standard's cor­ 
respondent at Madrid says: “in the con­ 
ference held on Saturday between the 
president of the senate, the premier and 
Senor Sagasta with reference to the 
Tetuan-Comas incident, the president 
said he would not be Justlfled in inter 
ferlng, as the affair had not ocurred in 
the senate chamber but In the lobby. 


“The premier declared that the oppo­ 
sition ought to besatlsfled it the Duke of 
Tetuan announced in the senate cham­ 
ber that he never intended to slight or 
give offense to the Liberal minority. He 
added that the government could not 
dispense with the Duke of Tetuan's 
services as minister of foreign affairs, 
because he atone was acquainted with 
and able to conduct important and deli­ 
cate pending negotiations with for.ilgn 
governments [meaning Amerlcaj. Senor 
Sagasta promised to give his followers 
conciliatory advice, but said he n»ust 
be guided by their decision. According­ 
ly he summoned a meeting of the Lib­ 
erals, who were in no conciliatory tem­ 
per. 
However, after a prolonged dis­ 
cussion, they gave a vote of confidence 
to Senor Sagasta, with instructions to 
settle the conflict on the understanding 
that they would not enter the cortes 
until the government had given them 
euch satisfaction as Senor Sagasta 
deemed proper. 


“The dissentiniç Conservatives de 
dared that they would follow the de­ 
cision of the Liberals, and therefore 
Ministerialists only have been present 
in parliament since Friday. The premier, 
on receiving the reply of Senor Sagasta 
went to the palace to inform the queen 
regent, who 
summoned a council of 
ministers. 
The crisis has withdrawn 
popular attention from the attitude of 
thé United States senate, which a ma 
jorlty of the newspapers and of the 
ministers affects to consider without Im 
portance as bearing upon the immedi 
ate relations oC the two countries.**
